Council Meeting 


The question of reduction of hos. 
pital fees was discussed at the meet- 
ing of the council held on Saturday 
A letter was read from the Olds 
Hospital proposing that the hospital 
fees for patients residing in the 
municipal districts of Mountain 
View and Westerdale and the town 
of Olds be reduced from 83 OU per 
day to 82 60 per day, and that the 
fees for outside patients be reduced 
to $3 00 per day. 

The council passed a resolution 
approving the reduction in fees 

At the request of the provincial 
governinent all cases of relief were 
reviewed, and it was decided that in 
view of the fact that work wae 
generally available in the summer. 
relief would be stopped in most 
cases at the end of May. 

A letter from the government was 
read dealing with the new amend 
ments tothe Municipal Act. It wae 
pointed out that the supplementary 
revenue tax of 2 milla had been re- 
pealed and that the Social Service 
Tax of 3 mills had taken its place 
It also pointed out that there would 
he no discount allowed on the social 
service tax The wild lands tax 
had also been repealed. 

Settlement was made for a divers- 
ion at N W. of 8 81 27 4-0n the 
Didsbury South Road East. 

Seed grain applications were dis- 
cussed and one case was reported 
under the Farmers’ Credit Arrange 
mente Act. An application for tax 
consolidation was also approved.

The committee on ‘‘Pests" report- 
ed that the Westerdale Municipality 
had arranged to pay bounty on crow 
and magpie eggs and feet, and 
.efforts were being made to arrange

The regular meeting of Westerdale

The Queen Mary 


Disappointment is probably in store for millions in the British Empire 
conceived the impression that the first trip of the Cunard-White 
Star's super-liner, the Queen Mary, scheduled for May 27, is a world sport- 
ing event of the first magnitude with the blue ribbon of the Atlantic for 
speed as the stakes.

The speed record for the Atlantic was held for the British for 22 years 
by the Cunard Steamship Company's Mauretania until August, 1929, when 
the title passed to the Rex, flying the flag of Italy, and has not since been 
recovered by amy vessel carrying the Union Jack. 

Millions have been led to believe that the Queen Mary is expected to 
win back the speed supremacy 
as a result of the great amount of publicity given to this vessel during the 
course of her construction and on the occasion of her launching at Clyde- 
bank a few weeks ago they confidently anticipate that this consummation 
is to be achieved by the new boat, but this, according to the London Times, 
is not the purpose of the construction of this great steamship. 
the Times shatters this and other misconceptions of 
the purpose and mission of the Queen Mary. Not only was she not built 
to wrest the. speed supremacy of the North Atlantic from another country 
but, we are told, she was not designed to be the most luxurious liner afloat, 
despite reams of descriptive material which has been published emphasizing 
the lavish nature of her appointments and equipment. 

“The problem,” says the Times, ‘was not to build a ship so big and so 
fast as to ‘stagger creation’. The problem all along was to build ‘the smal- 
lest and slowest ship that could form one half of a weekly service’.” 

Continuing the Times says: and a ship must 
be big to pay for it. On the other hand size is also expensive; and there is 
need for nice calculation. The Queen Mary is not meant to be the biggest 
and fastest ship afloat. She is not meant to be a ‘luxury’ ship at all. It 
has been made perfectly clear that the luxury will be there for those who 
seek it; but one advantage of great size in a ship is that room can be made 
for all sorts of people, and the Queen Mary is not for the rich only.” 

However, if the Queen Mary is not designed to be the largest ship 
afloat or the fastest boat on the seven seas or even the most luxurious, she 
has claims to distinction which make her an impressive monument to the 
brains responsible for her creation, exemplified in the words stability, 
strength and safety and these attributes have been achieved without undue

World Dilemmas in 
Supply and Demand 


The noticable increase in the ef- 
ficiency of overseas agriculture pre- 
sents a dilemma for the British 
Dominions as exporters of farm 
produce, and also for the farmers ot 
Europe, Sir Alan Garret Anderson 
M.P., stated recently at a banquet 
held in Liverpool. One hears the 
complaint that the persistent urge 
of surplus population in Germany, 
Italy and elsewhere must be met, he 
said, but new countries no longer 
welcome immigrants. One can 
understand the diffidence of the new 
countries in asking for new settlers. 
Every year the world, by progress 
of science and invention, spends less 
of its income on primary necessities 
and more on luxuries, the greatest 
of which are leisure, travel, service 
and education, And every year the 
primary industries call for less and 
less labor. 

As if the problem set by science 
to the farmer was not great enough 
Sir Alan continued, nationalism 
takes a hand by preventing hungry 
Europeans from eating good, cheap 
wheat from overseas, hence not only 
bad times in Canada and Australia, 
but Black, Brown and Red Shirts in 
Europe. If we do not speedily feed 
these Europeans better there will 
come war, Before the slump France, 
Germany and Italy combined import- 
ed about 200,000,000 bushels of 
wheat perannum. In 1934-35 their 
net imports were only 11,000,000— 
very bad for Europe and the farmers 
overseas,

Spring work on the land over the 
province became more or less general 
about a week ago, but in central 
areas and the Edmonton zone seed- 
ing is again delayed by recent heavy 
tains. Light ehowers only have been 
teported inthesouth. In the Peace 
River district considerable rain has 
fallen north of the river, but the 
weather has been fair with only 
occasional showers in the Grande 
Prairie area. The season is later 
than normal by about one week in 
the south of the province and ap- 
proximately two weeks in the centre 
and north, excepting in the Peace 
River area, which is considerably 
thead of last year, especially south 
of the river. 

From Lethbridge to Medicine Hat 
wheat is 50% seeded, but from 
Cardston north to Vulcan not more 
than 24% isin the ground. Seed. 
ing of coarse grains is just nicely 
underway. In southern irrigation 
areas 75% of the sugar-beet crop is 
seeded. Moisture conditions in the 
south are fair to good. 

From Brooks to Calgary the season 
is abnormally late, with 15% wheat 
seeding reported, but general crop 
prospects bright. Some soil-drifting 
has occurred and considerable winter 
killing of alfalfa in the eastern irri- 
gation district is reported. 

In the district north from the Red 
Deer River to Coronation wheat seed- 
ing is only about J0% completed. 
High winds and soil-drifting have 
retarded operations to some extent 
in the Berry Creek area. From 
Drumheller to Stettler seeding is 
now general, with soil and moisture 
conditions excellent 

Though spring work is now gener- 
al east of the Calgary-Red Deer line 
little has been done to the west, 
where recent rains are causing furth- 
er delay. Very favorable conditions 
exist in the Red Deer- Lacombe area, 
with 15% wheat seeded. North to 
Edmonton and in the Camrose dis-
